Particu¬ 
larly he referred to the clauses dealing 
with the requirement of the approval 
of the Inspector of municipalities for 
the issue of debentures, stock or treas¬ 
ury certificates, and the approval of 
the method In which the city’s sinking 
fund should be Invested. 

He pointed out that the examination 
of the validity of bills and by-laws 
was made by th© solicitors for ths 
brokers, and he held that the stamp 
of approval by the Inspector would go 
very llttl# with them.
